brokerage services within the applicant’s jurisdiction. 

(iii) Section 109 of the Housing and Community Development Act 
of 1974 and the regulations issued pursuant thereto 
(24 CFR 570.601) which provides that no person in the 
United States shall, on the ground of race, color, 
national origin or sex, be excluded from participation in, 
be denied the benefits of, or be subjected to discrimination 
under, any program or activity funded in whole or in part 
with Title I funds.

(ii) Pay or reimburse property owners for necessary expenses as 
specified in Section 303 and 304 of the Act; and 

(iii) Inform affected persons of the benefits, policies, and 

(13) It will: 

(i) Provide fair and reasonable relocation payments and 

assistance in accordance with Sections 202, 203, and 204 
of the Uniform Relocation Assistance and Real Property 
Acquisition Policies Act of 1970 (P.L. 91-646) and applicable 

HUD regulations (24 CFR Part 42), to or for families, 
individuals, partnerships, corporations or associations 
displaced as a result of any acquisition of real property 
for an activity assisted under the program; 

(ii) Provide relocation assistance programs offering the services 
described in Section 205 of the Act to such displaced 
families, individuals, partnerships, corporations or 
associations in the manner provided under applicable HUD 
regulations; 

(iii) Assure that, within a reasonable time prior to displacement, 
decent, safe, and sanitary replacement dwellings will be 
available to such displaced families and individuals in 
accordance with Section 205(c) (3) of the Act; 

(iv) Inform affected persons of the benefits, policies, and 
procedures provided for under HUD regulations; and 

(v) Carry out the relocation process in such a manner as to 
provide displaced persons with uniform and consistent 
services, and assure that replacement housing will be 
available in the same range of choices with respect to 
such housing to all displaced persons regardless of race, 
color, religion, or national origin. 

(14) It will establish safeguards to prohibit employees from using 
positions for a purpose that is or give the appearance of being 
motivated by a desire for private gain for themselves or others, 
particularly those with whom they have family, business, or 
other ties. 

(15) It will comply with the provisions of the Hatch Act which limit 
the political activity of employees. 

(16) It will give HUD and the Comptroller General through any authorized 
representative access to and the right to examine all records, 
books, papers, or documents related to the grant.

After ten years of neglect 
this tremendous natural resource has become the subject of a major development 
plan which calls for the acquisition, landscaping and development of the entire 
length of the riverbariks beginning with that section adjacent to downtown. Since 
it is also adjacent to several of the First.Year Cormsunity Development "target" 
neighborhoods it also holds major implications for their revitalization.
